Annual  R-eport  of  the  State  Treasurer  upon  the  Finances. 


READ — Janttary  6,  1848. 


Tb  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  Pennsylvania: 

Gentlemen: — By  law,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  State  Treasurer  “to  prepare  and 
lay  before  the  General  Assembly,  at  the  commencement  of  every  session,  a  report  on 
the  subject  of  finance,  containing  estimates  of  the  pnblic  revenue,  and  public  expendi¬ 
tures,  and  plans  for  the  support  of  public  credit,  and  for  improving  or  increasing  the 
revenne.”  In  obedience  to  this  legislative  enactment,  I  have  prepared  and  make  to 
you  the  following  report : 

The  duty  of  providing  an  ample,  efficient  and  permanent  system  of  revenue,  to  meet 
and  pay  the  acknowledged  debts  of  the  State,  is  one  that  is  felt,  known,  and  duly 
appreciated  by  all  our  citizens.  It  is  a  duty  of  the  first  importance,  and  is  the  only 
substantial  means  by  which  the  credit  of  the  State  can  be  established,  maintained  and 
perpetuated.  Under  our  form  of  government,  this  sacred  duty  is  entrusted  to  our 
Legislature.  If  it  is  faithfully  discharged  its  members  will  share  largely  in  the  honor 
and  prosperity  that  will  follow;  but  if  it  is  not  discharged  in  good  faith,  they  are 
answerable  to  their  constituents,  and  the  world,  for  the  consequences.  It  is  upon 
them  that  the  responsibility  rests,  and  upon  them  will  the  people  justly  charge  all  the 
misfortunes  and  degradation  which  may  follow  a  neglect  of  a  known  public  duty.  The 
people  of  this  State  have,  at  all  times,  acknowledged  the  engagements  of  their  public 
agents.  They  are  now  abundantly  able  to  meet,  honor,  and  discharge  those  engage¬ 
ments.  In  every  act  of  our  public  men,  and  by  every  demonstration  of  public  opinion, 
is  to  be  seen  an  unqualified  recognition,  of  a  solemn  obligation  on  the  part  of  the 
■government  and  people,  to  pay  punctually  our  entire  public  debt,  according  to  the 
terms  of  the  contracts.  The  people  desire  that  it  should  be  paid,  and  have  shown  a 
patriotic  ardor  in  making  the  contribirtions,  from  time  to  time,  which  have  been  im¬ 
posed  irpon  them  by  our  laws.  Ah  they  ask  is,  that  the  system  of  revenue  should  be 
Equitable  in  its  impositions,  permanent  in  its  enactments,  and  efficient  in  its  execu¬ 
tion,  so  as  to  reach  fairly  and  fully,  all  the  citizens  of  the  State,  and  all  taxable  pro¬ 
perly  therein,  equally,  so  that  every  one  may  contribute  his  just  proportion  of  the 
public  burthen. 

The  amount  of  our  debt  is  now  known.  It  is  also  known  that  a  considerable  por¬ 
tion  of  it  is  accumulated  and  unpaid  interest,  which  has  been  converted  into  principal, 
and  is  also  bearing  interest.  From  the  disordered  state  of  the  currency,  the  embar¬ 
rassed  condition  of  private  affairs,  and  the  inefficiency  of  our  system  of  revenue  at  the 
time,  it  may  be  conceded  that  this  accumulation  was  unavoidable.  But  now  when 
the  currency  is  improved,  when  embarrassment  in  private  business  no  longer  exists, 
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and  when  an  unprecedented  and  universal  prosperity  prevails  throughout  the  State,  all 
unite  in  one  common  determination,  that  hereafter  the  interest  on  our  public  debt  shall  be 
paid  when  it  falls  due.  If  the  principal  is  not  paid,  all  say  pay  the  interest  and  pre¬ 
vent  its  accumulation,  which  would  lead  to  the  payment  of  compound  interest,  and  be 
as  ruinous  to  the  finances  and  the  credit  of  the  State,  as  it  would  be  to  an  individual 
under  similar  circumstances. 

To  make  default  in  the  payment  of  interest  now,  or  at  any  future  time,  wmuld  pros¬ 
trate  the  credit  of  the  State,  and  be  a  lasting  stain  upon  her  honor.  It  would  be  a 
public  aud  private  calamity,  the  ruinous  effects  of  which  no  just  estimate  can  be 
formed  by  the  most  enlightened  and  penetrating  judgment.  It  wmuld  fall  with  annihi¬ 
lating  severity  upon  all  creditors  of  the  State,  citizens  and  strangers  alike — upon  the 
aged,  the  infirm,  the  widow  and  the  orphan,  whose  funds  have  been  invested  in  our 
State  stocks,  by  the  invitation  of  our  own  legislation,  and  in  confident  reliance  upon 
the  solemn  guaranty  of  our  people  and  government.  With  our  present  means  and 
present  prosperity,  a  failure  to  pay  our  interest  would  be  a  voluntary  bankruptcy, 
which  would  entail  the  most  ignominious  degradation  upon  our  integrity  and  reputa¬ 
tion;  and,  in  the  opinion  of  all  honest  and  honorable  men,  would  be  altogether  inde¬ 
fensible.  Our  tax  laws  are  so  framed  as  to  distribute  the  burden  as  equally  as  possi¬ 
ble  upon  all,  according  to  the  stake  which  each  one  has  in  the  common  interests  of  our 
State.  It  was  so  intended,  and  though  it  may  not  accomplish  this,  in  some  instances, 
still  it  is  believed  to  approach  as  near  to  equality  as  is  practicable  in  a  general  law.  In 
its  administration,  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  it  may  not  attain  a  result  that  is  just 
and  impartial.  Officers  in  one  part  of  the  State  may  not  execute  the  laws  with  the 
same  faith  that  they  are  executed  in  other  parts.  Instances  of  this  character  should 
be  corrected — the  government  owes  this  to  honest  taix-payers.  The  people  should  be 
made  to  feel  and  know,  that  every  thing  has  been  done  that  legislative  enactment  can 
do,  to  insure  an  equal  distribution  of  the  public  burden  upon  all. 

The  tax  laws,  if  fairly  carried  out  with  other  sources  of  revenue,  eannot  fail  to  raise 
funds  enough  to  pay  the  interest  on  our  public  debt,  as  it  may  fall  due,  and  the  ordi¬ 
nary  repairs  of  our  publie  works,  and  the  common  expenses  of  the  government. 
Indeed,  I  have  no  doubt  that  our  revenue  will  soon  go  beyond  this  and  leave  a  surplus. 
If  a  surplus  should  not  be  certainly  left  now,  it  will,  no  doubt,  be  found  to  exist  at  no 
distant  day.  The  increase  in  our  revenue  will  be  in  proportion  to  the  increase  in  our 
population,  and  the  increase  of  their  prosperity  and  wealth.  This  increase  will  be  seen 
in  every  new  assessment.  The  growth  of  business  andi  property  will  throw  an  addi¬ 
tional  amount  of  money  into  the  public  treasury,  and  enlarge  the  income  of  our  rail¬ 
roads  and  canals.  We  may  calculate,  with  confidenccy  upon  a  rapid  development  of 
the  great  internal  resources  of  the  State,  in  her  agriculture,  her  manufactures,  her  ores, 
and  her  minerals.  This*,  with  good'  raanagera-ent  and  eeti>nomy  of  the  public  works, 
must  inevitably,  in  a  very  few  years,  yield  a  surplus,  which  will  be  available  a»  a 
rapidly  growing  sinking  fund,  to  be  applied  to  the  final  extinguishnaent  of  our  public 
debt.  The  statements  which  accompany  this  report,  will  present  the  data  upon  which 
these  statements  are  founded. 

7'he  disaster  to  our  public  works,  by  the  floodi  in  October  last,  is  very  great,  and 
but  for  that  there  would  now  be  near  a  million  of  dollars  in  the  treasury.  The  expense 
of  repairs  will  necessarily  be  very  considerable.  The  loss  of  two  months  business,  on 
an  important  part  of  the  line,  has  diminished  the  receipts  to  a  large  amount.  This 
gives  occasion  for  watchfulness  and  energy.  This  loss  must  be  met,  and  the  credit  of 
the  State  must  be  sustained.  The  responsibility  of  doing  this  rests  with  the  legisla¬ 
ture.  Good  faith  and  a  prudent  forecast,  will  accomplish  all  that  is  required.  The 
people  expect  that  the  emergencies  of  the  present  year  will  be  met.  They  expect, 
and  have  a  right  to  expect,  that  the  integrity,  honor  and  welfare  of  the  Slate  will  be 
preserved.  To  repair  the  damage  done  to  the  public  works  by  the  flood,  will  require 
a  large  amount  of  money.  The  damage  was  occasioned  by  causes  beyond  human 
control.  It  is  our  duty  to  repair  the  loss.  This  must  be  done  speedily,  to  secure  the 
spring  trade,  let  the  cost  be  what  it  may.  This  is  conceded  on  all  hands.  In  doing 
this  we  must  not  forget  that  we  have  a  debt  to  pay,  a  debt  that  will  fall  due  on  the  first 
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of  February  next.  This  debt  must  be  then  paid,  because  the  whole  people  have 
promised  to  pay  it.  It  must  be  paid  then,  because  its  payment  cannot  be  postponed 
beyond  that  day,  consistently  with  the  obligations  of  honesty  and  honor,  by  which  the 
people  and  government  are  bound.  If  it  is  not  paid  Pennsylvania  and  her  citizens 
will  forfeit  that  rank  and  standing,  to  which  strict  integrity  and  public  faith  entitle 
them,  with  all  communities,  who  acknowledge  the  obligations  of  contracts,  and  will 
justly  subject  them  to  the  scorn  and  contempt  of  honest  and  honorable  men  in  all  parts 
of  the  civilized  world.  It  must  be  paid  then,  because  enlightened  public  opinion 
demands  its  payment.  Honesty  and  good  intentions  alone  will  not  satisfy  the  claims 
of  justice  and  solemn  obligation.  Nothing  will  be  available  in  the  present  crisis  but 
an  amount  of  money  in  the  State  Treasury,  equal  to  the  demand,  and  its  application 
in  full  discharge  of  the  claim.  It  is  your  province  to  consider  the  state  of  the  public 
finances,  and  to  adopt  such  measures  as  the  public  exigencies  may  be  found  to  demand. 
The  preservation  of  public  credit,  and  a  provision  of  funds  to  defray  extraordinary 
expenses,  is  a  subject  which  will  call  for  your  serious  attention.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  the  people  will  expect  the  adoption  of  such  measures,  in  relation  to  this  subject, 
as  their  legal  engagements,  their  present  security,  and  future  interests  may  require. 

The  circulation  of  what  are  called  relief  notes,  has  been  found  to  be  very  embar¬ 
rassing  to  the  operations  of  the  Treasury,  destructive  of  State  credit,  and  prejudicial 
to  the  business  and  interests  of  the  whole  community.  By  use  they  have  become  so 
torn,  and  defaced,  that  all  tests  of  their  being  genuine,  are  obliterated,  and  totally  de¬ 
stroyed.  In  many  cases  it  is  difficult  to  determine  of  what  denomination  they  are,  or 
by  what  bank  they  were  issued.  Their  circulation  invites  to  the  circulation  of  small 
notes  from  other  states,  which  are  as  good,  if  not  better  than  they  are;  and  while  this 
state  of  things  continues,  the  people  will  receive  and  pay  out  these  foreign  notes,  re¬ 
gardless  of  the  penalties  of  the  law.  The  two,  combined,  usurp  the  place  of  specie, 
and  drive  it  from  the  State.  In  my  judgment,  the  public  interests  dematid  the  with¬ 
drawal  of  these  relief  notes  from  circulation  at  once,  or  as  speedily  as  possible.  As  I 
deem  this  a  matter  of  deep  public  concern,  I  will  give  my  reasons  in  support  of  this 
recommendation,  at  some  length. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place,  to  inquire  what  their  true  character  originally  was,  and 
what  office  they  were  to  perform.  By  the  law,  a  loan  was  authorized,  and  such 
banks  of  this  Commonwealth  as  might  accede  to  the  terms  proposed,  were  authorized 
to  issue  tlipse  notes,  to  the  amount  of  their  respective  subscriptions  to  said  loan,  and 
pay  them  into  the  State  Treasury.  When  the  holder  of  said  notes,  on  any  one  bank, 
to  an  amount  of  one  hundred  dollars,  presented  them  at  the  counter  of  the  bank  that 
issued  them,  he  was  entitled  to  an  order  on  the  Auditor  General,  for  an  equal  amount  of 
the  stock  created  by  said  law,  for  the  redemption  of  the  notes  thus  issued.  The  banks 
were  entitled  to  an  interest  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  notes  thus  issued,  until  they  were 
funded.  These  notes  were  made  receivable  for  all  debts  due  to  the  Commonwealth. 
They  were  to  be  received  by  the  bank  that  issued  them  in  payment  of  debts  due  it, 
and  on  deposit,  payable  in  like  currency.  The  State  Treasurer  and  all  the  banks 
were  authorized  to  re-issue  them  from  time  to  time.  The  faith  of  the  Commonwealth 
is  pledged  for  the  payment  of  said  loan.  By  the  act  of  22d  April,  1846,  so  much  of 
the  act  of  the  4th  May,  1841,  as  required  the  several  banks  to  receive  the  notes  issued 
by  them,  respectively,  in  payment  of  debts,  was  repealed.  'The  foregoing  is  in  sub¬ 
stance  the  provision  made  by  law  in  relation  to  these  notes.  'I’he  banks  are  no  longer 
bound  to  receive  them  in  payment  of  debts.  There  is  no  provision  made  for  the  re¬ 
demption  in  State  stock  of  a  less  amount  than  one  hundred  dollars,  nor  is  there  any 
other  inode  of  redemption  found  in  the  law.  What  then,  is  the  true  character  of  this 
paper Is  it  the  paper  of  the  bank  that  issued  it,  or  is  it  the  paper  of  the  Stati;  ?  It 
is  to  be  redeemed  in  Stale  stock.  It  is  not  to  be  paid  in  money.  It  does  not.  on  its 
face,  hind  the  bank  to  pay  in  money,  nor  does  the  law  provide  for  atiy  such  thing. 
The  banks  are  not  bound  for  its  payment,  in  money,  to  any  extent,  or  in  any  degree. 
They  give  no  promise,  or  guaranty  whatever,  for  its  payment.  It  is  not  drawn  on  the 
credit  of  the  bank,  nor  is  there  any  authority  that  it  shall  be  so  drawn.  The  ollicers 
of  the  bank  are  not  bound  for  its  payment,  nor  are  the  assets  of  the  bank  liable  fer  it. 
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From  this  it  would  seem,  that  it  is  not  the  paper  of  the  banks.  This  paper  was  to  be 
ledeemed  in  State  stock,  and  not  in  money,  and  so  is  the  express  letter  of  the  law. 
It  was  drawn  and  emitted  by  the  authority  of  the  State,  p’rom  this  authority  it  de¬ 
rived  its  existence.  It  is  drawn  upon  the  credit  of  the  State.  It  is  part  of  the  debt  of 
the  Stale,  and  has  been  acknowledged  to  be  so  by  all  the  branches  of  our  government. 
The  officers  of  the  several  banks  were  but  the  agents  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  making 
the  notes,  and  placing  them  in  the  State  Treasury.  The  Stale  then  emitted  them,  or 
pul  them  in  circulation.  Divest  the  transactions  of  its  devices,  and  various  forms,  and 
what  is  it?  It  is  simply  this.  The  Governor  w’as  authorized  to  negociate  a  loan,  and 
the  State  caused  notes  to  be  created  and  issued  on  its  own  credit,  with  which  the  loan 
was  to  be  paid. 

It  appears  to  me  to  be  impossible  to  mistake  the  true  character  of  these  notes. 
They  are  not  the  notes  of  the  several  banks,  because  they  impose  no  obligation  on 
them  to  pay.  The  State  is  bound  by  the  law  to  have  them  redeemed,  and  therefore 
they  are  “  bills  of  credit”  emitted  by  the  State.  If  they  had  been  called  bills  of  credit 
in  the  law,  or  on  their  face,  and  had  been  signed  by  the  Auditor  General  or  State 
Treasurer,  no  one  would  have  doubled  their  true  character.  If  the  State  has  done  the 
same  thing  by  another  name  and  by  other  agents,  the  same  rule  must  be  applied  to 
them.  As  those  notes  are  now  constituted,  they  are  as  much  “bills  of  credit,”  as  if 
they  had  been  so  denominated  in  the  law  itself,  and  purported  to  be  so  on  tlieir  face. 
That  being  so,  they  are  illegitimate,  having  been  emitted  by  the  Stale  in  contravention 
to' that  part  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  which  declares,  that  no  “State 
shall  emit  bills  of  credit.”  This  restriction  was  intended  to  exclude  from  circulation, 
as  money,  every  thing  but  gold  and  silver,  or  bank  paper,  which  represents  gold  and 
silver,  and  can  be  converted  into  it  at  the  option  of  the  holder,  so  that  properly  might 
be  represented  by  the  real  dollar,  and  not  by  its  evanescent  and  ever  varying  shadow. 

The  circulation  of  these  notes  is  a  very  great  disadvantage  to  the  business  of  the 
community,  and  to  the  finances  of  the  State  |  they  are  not  revenue  and  never  were, 
nor  can  they  supply  its  place,  and  in  truth  never  did.  They  may  afford  facilities  to 
tlie  payment  of  taxes,  and  perhaps  did  afford  temporary  relief  at  a  time  of  very  general 
pressure.  Whoever  supposes  that  the  credit  of  the  State  can  be  maintained,  either  in 
part  or  in  whole,  by  their  continuance  in  circulation,  is  most  miserably  deceived. 
The  foundation  of  public  credit  must  be  sunk  deeper,  and  laid  upon  something  more 
real  and  substantial.  Their  circulation  has  a  direct  tendency  to  depreciate  and  discredit 
our  State  stocks.  To  maintain  its  credit  at  home  and  abroad,  the  interest  accruing 
upon  it  must  be  paid  in  something  better.  If  the  Treasury  is  to  be  replenished,  let  it 
be  done  with  something  that  is  more  valuable.  The  finances  and  public  credit  are 
indentical,  or  nearly  so.  To  restore  and  establish  credit,  we  had  belter  follow  the 
guide  of  universal  experience,  and  enforce  the  rules  of  prudent  economy,  and  fix  upon 
a  settled,  substantial  and  permanent  revenue.  These  are  the  only  means  that  can  be 
safely  relied  upon. 

These  notes  were  issued  under  the  necessities  of  the  moment,  intended  more  as  an 
expedient  to  relieve  present  distress,  than  as  a  permanent  remedy.  Now  when  the 
pressure  has  been  removed  and  they  conflict  with  solid  revenue,  let  them  be  withdrawn. 
They  are  depreciated,  because  they  are  not  convertible  into  gold  and  silver,  and  so  far 
as  the  monied  engagements  of  the  State  are  paid  in  them,  her  stock  will  also  necessarily 
be  depreciated.  To  maintain  the  credit  of  her  stocks,  the  interest  must  be  paid,  not 
only  in  the  circulating  medium  of  our  own  community,  but  in  the  circulating  medium  of 
other  commercial  communities,  or  that  which  can  be  readily  conveMed  into  it,  vviihout 
loss  to  the  holder.  It  must  be  that  which  will  pass  at  par  among  ourselves  in  all  our  own 
transactions,  and  not  only  so,  but  it  must  be  that  which  will  be  received  in  payment  of 
debts  between  citizens  of  different  states  and  diflerent  nations.  It  must  be  of  par  value 
abroad,  as  well  as  at  home.  Gold  and  silver  alone  can  do  this,  or  something  that  repre¬ 
sents  them,  and  can  be  converted  into  them  at  will.  These  notes  do  not  partake  of 
tliese  qualities,  and  will  not  be  received  as  a  substitute  for  them  in  any  commercial 
community.  It  is  true  they  are  based  upon  the  credit  of  the  State,  and  the  faith  of  the 
Commonwealth  is  not  questioned,  nor  is  the  solidity  of  its  funds,  or  the  sufficiency  of 
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its  assets  doubted.  Still  this  has  not,  will  not,  and  in  the  nature  of  things  cannot 
maintain  the  credit  of  these  notes  at  par.  They  bear  upon  their  face  the  elements  of 
depreciation  and  dishonor.  There  is  no  promise  there  to  pay  money.  Their  framer 
has  not  done  his  work  by  halves,  for  every  one  who  takes  them  sees  and  knows  that 
they  are  not  to  be  paid  anywhere,  or  by  anybody  in  money.  Something  must  be  dis¬ 
covered  which  hitherto  has  escaped  observation,  that  will  give  to  such  paper  a  par  value 
in  any  commercial  community.  Its  credit  is  founded  upon  our  public  stock,  and  can¬ 
not  be  better  than  that  upon  which  it  is  founded,  and  if  the  interest  on  the  Stale  stock 
is  paid  in  this  depreciated  paper,  the  stock  will  also  be  depreciated.  Let  them  be  with¬ 
drawn  from  circulation.  Though  in  their  conception  and  origin,  they  were  spurious 
and  illegitimate,  give  to  them  a  legitimate  death.  They  are  not  only  unclean  but  uncon¬ 
stitutional.  As  a  currency  they  are  a  public  nuisance,  and  fit  only  to  be  paid  to  those 
who  officially  permit  and  sanction  the  continuance  of  their  circulation.  Pass  them 
speedily  into  the  hands  of  our  most  worthy  Auditor  General.  He  will  pay  to  them 
the  honors  of  a  funeral  pile,  and  rest  assured,  the  people  will  gladly  bid  a  cordial  and 
lasting  peace  to  their  ashes. 

Our  State  banks  at  this  lime  all  pay  their  notes  in  specie.  If  the  relief  notes  were 
removed,  the  people  could  pay  their  taxes  in  par  money  without  hardship  or  loss.  The 
State  Treasurer  would  then  receive  nothing  but  gold  and  silver,  or  bank  notes  at  par, 
into  the  Treasury.  This  would  expel  from  our  borders  the  foreign  small  notes,  with 
which  the  Stale  is  flooded,  and  which  are  a  very  great  evil.  Specie  would  fill  up  the 
vacuum,  and  this  general  improvement  in  the  currency  would  relieve  the  Treasury  from 
much  that  is  expensive  and  embarrassing.  The  banks  of  the  Commonwealth  could 
very  easily  make  their  notes  that  might  be  paid  by  the  Slate  Treasurer,  to  the  bank  of 
Pennsylvania,  which  is  constituted  the  agent  to  pay  the  interest  on  our  State  stocks, 
par  at  that  bank.  This  I  have  no  doubt  the  banks  could  all  do,  and  I  have  no  reason 
to  question  their  willingness  to  do  it.  Funds  could  then  be  concentrated  at  one  point 
without  trouble,  risk  or  expense.  Our  interest  could  then  be  paid  in  par  funds.  This 
is  very  desirable,  and  would  at  once  place  our  State  stocks  upon  an  equality  with  any 
other  stocks  in  the  Union  which  bear  the  same  rate  of  interest.  This  is  an  object  of 
great  public  moment,  an  object  in  w’hich  we  are  all  interested.  It  can  now  be  accom¬ 
plished,  and  it  does  appear  to  me,  that  private  and  public  interests,  as  well  as  the  honor 
of  the  State,  demand  that  it  should  be  now  accomplished. 

The  practice  of  appropriating  specific  sums  of  money  to  every  specific  object  that 
is  susceptible  of  definition,  I  have  found  in  my  experience  in  this  department,  to  be 
a  most  salutary  one.  It  forms  the  strongest  barrier  against  the  waste  and  dissipation  of 
the  public  money.  It  enables  the  accounting  officers  to  disallow  all  the  applications 
which  may  be  made  of  it,  varying  from  the  act  of  appropriation  itself.  It  limits  and 
restricts  the  discretionary  power  over  money,  and  affords  a  rule  of  examination  that  is 
prompt,  uniform  and  efficacious.  In  relation  to  our  public  works,  it  should  be  adopted 
whenever  it  is  practicable. 

The  receipts  of  the  Treasury  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  amounted  to  three  millions 
nine  hundred  and  seventy-seven  thousand  and  twenty-five  dollars  anil  eighl3’’  nine  cents. 
When  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  eighty-four  thousand  six  hundred  and  seventy- 
eight  dollars  and  seventy  cents  is  added,  which  was  the  balance  in  the  Treasury  at  the 
commencement  of  said  j'ear,  the  entire  means  of  the  Treasury  during  said  period  are 
fully  presented. 

The  payments  made  during  said  year,  amount  to  three  million  six  hundred  and  eighty 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirteen  dollars  and  seventj'-four  cents.  The  accounts 
when  briefly'  staled  in  gross,  make  an  exhibit  as  follows  :

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From  the  foregoing  exhibit,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  funds  of  the  Treasury  have  been 
ample,  and  more  than  sufficient,  to  meet  all  the  legal  demands  which  were  made  upon  it. 
All  the  accruing  liabilities  of  the  year  have  been  paid,  including  the  interest  on  the 
State  debt.  A  part  of  the  debt  itself  has  been  paid,  and  the  legal  expenditures  of  the 
year  have  been  liquidated. 

When  I  entered  upon  the  duties  of  this  office,  on  the  lOlh  of  February  last,  there 
was  a  balance  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  the  interest,  which  had  fallen  due 
on  the  first  of  that  mont'i,  unpaid.  There  was  a  deficit  in  the  funds  of  the  Trea¬ 
sury  to  that  amount.  By  the  act  of  the  16th  of  February,  1847,  the  State  Treasurer 
was  authorized  to  borrow  that  amount  of  money,  at  six  per  cent,  interest,  reimbursa¬ 
ble  within  ninety  days.  I  negociated  said  loan  with  the  following  banks,  reimbursable 
within  ninety  days,  to  wit :

This  loan,  and  interest,  were  reimbursed  within  the  ninety  days,  to  the  banks  that 
had  taken  it,  and  the  certificates  of  loan  were  lifted.  During  said  year,  there  was  paid 
into  the  Treasury*,  of  taxes  upon  real  and  personal  estate,  the  following  amounts:

The  following  named  counties  paid  into  the  Treasury,  their  respective  quotas  of  the 
taxes  of  the  year  1847,  so  far  as  to  entitle  them  to  the  abatement,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  the  29th  April,  1844,  to  wit:  Adams,  Allegheny,  Armstrong, 
Berks,  Bradford,  Carbon,  Chester,  Crawford,  Columbia,  Cumberland,  Dauphin,  Dele- 
ware,  Erie,  Fayette,  Franklin,  Green,  Lancaster,  Lebanon,  Lehigh,  Mifflin,  Mont¬ 
gomery,  Northampton,  Northumberland,  Philadelphia,  Tioga,  Union,  Westmoreland, 
and  York. 

The  abatement  thus  allowed,  operates  as  a  powerful  inducement  to  a  prompt  payment 
of  tax,  which  is  essential  to  sustain  our  financial  credit.  This  prompt  payment 
within  the  year,  is  impoiianl  not  only  to  the  State,  but  also  to  the  tax-payers.  When 
arrears  are  permitted  to  accumulate,  it  compresses  within  a  single  year,  a  heavier  bur¬ 
den  upon  those  who  have  not  paid,  and  the  natural  consequence  is,  a  greater  loss  and 
a  larger  amount  of  exonerations.  If  some  mode  could  be  adopted,  that  would  ensure 
the  collection  of  the  entire  amount  of  taxes,  within  each  year,  it  would  be  of  vast  im¬ 
portance  to  the  Treasury  and  the  people.  The  people  of  the  counties  above  named, 
in  their  prompt  payment,  have  entitled  themselves  to  great  credit,  and  have  set  an 
example,  which  I  hope  to  see  followed  by  the  people  in  every  county  in  the  State. 
They  are  entitled  to  the  hearty  thanks  of  the  community,  and  I  hereby  cheerfully  ten¬ 
der  them  mine,  as  a  well  merited  reward. 

The  receipts  from  our  public  improvements  during  the  fiscal  year,  which  terminated 
on  the  30th  of  November  last,  were  one  million  five  hundred  and  eighty-seven  thou¬ 
sand  nine  hundred  and  ninety-five  dollars  and  sixty-one  cents.  The  entire  expendi¬ 
tures  for  ordinary  repairs  and  motive  power,  during  the  same  period,  was  six  hundred 
and  ninety  thousand  five  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  and  ninety-five  cents,  which 
left  a  balance  in  the  Treasury,  of  revenue  arising  from  this  source,  of  eight  hundred  and 
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ninety-seven  thousand  four  hundred  and  nineteen  dollars  and  sixty-six  cents.  This 
account  when  stated  stands  thus :

Compared  with  former  years,  the  above  statement  shows  a  large  increase  in  the 
revenue  arising  from  our  public  improvements.  The  year  has  been  a  prosperous  one 
in  business  generally,  which  occasioned  a  large  amount  of  transportation  on  them.  In 
putting  a  just  estimate  upon  this  increase,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind,  that  by  reason  of 
the  damage  done  by  the  flood  of  October  last,  at  least  two  months  business  on  an 
important  branch  of  the  line,  was  lost  to  the  State.  These  two  months'  would  have 
been  the  most  active  months  of  the  year,  and  would  have  added  a  large  amount  to  the 
receipts  already  stated,  without  much  additional  expense.  It  is  therefore  perfectly 
obvious,  that  the  receipts  from  our  canals  and  railroads  must  naturally  increase  from 
year  to  year,  with  the  growth  of  the  State  in  her  population,  and  in  their  general  wealth. 
The  natural  resources  of  the  State  are  great,  and  their  development  is  constant  and 
important.  The  skill  and  capital  of  the  people  are  embarked  in  them.  By  success 
their  hopes  have  been  confirmed,  and  their  energies  quickened  and  strengthened.  To 
these  things  may  be  added  the  economy  and  improved  management  of  the  public  works 
themselves,  which  are  every  where  apparent,  and  which  are  still  progressing. 

From  all  these  circumstances  combined,  there  is  just  reason  for  the  belief  that  the 
revenues  arising  from  our  public  works,  will  reach  a  point,  that  will  make  it  com¬ 
paratively  easy  for  the  people  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  State  debt,  and  that  too,  at  no 
very  distant  day.

On  an  examination  of  the  accounts  of  some  of  the  banks  and  corporations  of  the 
Commonwealth,  it  was  discovered  that  there  were  errors  in  them,  running  back  in 
many  inslanres  as  far  as  the  year  1835.  It  was  manifest  to  me,  from  their  own  ac¬ 
counts,  which  had  been  rendered  from  time  to  time,  that  they  had  not  paid  into  the 
State  Treasury  the  full  amounts  of  tax  upon  dividends,  and  corporation  stocks,  with 
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which  they  were  legally  chargeable.  The  Auditor  General  and  myself  appointed  Dr. 
Hapimond  to  re-examino-said  accounts,  and  to  adjust  the  correct  balances  against  said 
corporations.  It  was  evident  to  us  that  it  would  be  a  work  of  much  labor,  and  great 
intricacy.  We  also  anticipated  obstinate  resistance  at  every  point.  In  this  we  were 
not  mistaken.  Dr.  Hammond,  strengthened  by  the  authority  of  the  Auditor  General 
and  State  Treasurer,  and  sustained  by  their  opinions,  entered  upon  the  discharge  of 
the  trust  confided  to"  him,  early  in  the  last  summer.  He  made  himself  thoroughly 
master  of  said  accounts.  He  pressed  the  business  with  all  that  skill,  perseverance  and 
industry  for  which  he  is  distinguished.  He  established  the  claims  by  the  rules  of  ma¬ 
thematical  certainty,  and  so  clear  and  conclusive  were  his  statements  and  explanations, 
that,  after  a  long  struggle,  all  yielded,  with  but  one  obstinate,  though  honorable  excep¬ 
tion;  thus,  by  his  competency  as  an  accountant,  by  his  untiring  industry,  and  by  his 
unyielding  fidelity  to  his  trust,  and  to  the  State,  was  secured  to  the  Commonwealth 
the  large  amount  of  forty-seven  thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  and  seventy- 
five  cents.  This  sum  has  been  fully  paid  into  the  State  Treasury. 

The  amount  of  relief  notes  in  circulation  on  the  1st  of  January,  1847,  was  one  mil¬ 
lion  thirty-one  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty-four  dollars.  Of  this  amount,  since  I 
came  into  office,  there  has  been  cancelled  by  the  State  Treasurer,  and  burned  by  the 
Auditor  General,  one  hundiied  thousand  dollars.  There  has  also  been  set  apart  for 
cancellation,  and  actually  cancelled  by  the  State  Treasurer,  during  the  last  month, 
the  additional  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  which  will  be  burned  by  the  Auditor  Gen¬ 
eral  early  in  this  month. 

Since  the  tenth  of  last  February,  relief  notes  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars  have  been  withdrawn  from  circulation,  and  cancelled.  By  this 
withdrawal  and  cancellation,  the  State  debt  has  been  paid  to  an  equal  amount.  The 
amount  of  those  notes  now  in  circulation  is  eight  hundred  eighty -one  thousand  six 
hundred  and  sixty-four  dollars. 

By  law,  the  sureties  of  public  defaulters,  who  are  insolvent,  are  permitted  to  pay  the 
amount  of  such  defalcation  in  State  stock.  Many  have,  within  the  last  year,  availed 
themselves  of  the  benefits  of  this  law.  The  amount  of  the  State  debt,  thus  paid,  within 
said  period  is  eight  thousand  nine  hundred  seventy-five  dollars  and  fifty-seven  cents. 

It  is  supposed  by  many,  that  the  different  loans  of  the  Commonwealth,  might  be  to 
some  extent  consolidated,  with  .advantage  io  the  holders,  and  also  to  the  State.  I  am 
decidedly  inclined  to  the  same  opinion,  ^f  this  was  done,  and  what  are  called  coupons 
were  attached  to  the  consolidated  stock,  and  to  the  new  transfers  of  old  stock,  they 
might  be  made  a  great  convenience  to  the  holders,  and  to  lax-payers.  If  they  were 
made  receivable  for  all  taxes  due  to  the  Commonwealth,  it  would  give  them  a  credit 
that  would  add  much  to  the  market  value  of  the  slock.  It  would  make  Slate  stocks  a 
good  investment  for  our  own  citizens,  and  the  direct  tendency  of  the  measure  would 
be,  to  induce  our  farmers,  mechanics  and  business  men,  to  seek  such  an  investment. 
In  the  very  act  of  payment  of  taxes  in  this  way,  the  interest  to  an  equal  amount  would 
be  paid,  which  would  save  both  trouble  and  Expense,  if  the  county  treasurers  were 
authorized  to  receive  and  receipt  for  it. 

I  entertain  the  opinion,  that  the  interest  on  our  public  debt,  which  will  fall  due  on 
the  1st  of  February  next,  can  be  paid.  This  opinion  is  founded  on  the  supposition, 
that  the  money  which  is  now  in  the  Treasury,  and  which  may  be  paid  into  it  between 
this  time  and  the  day  on  which  the  interest  will  become  due,  may  not  be  appropriated 
to  any  diflerent  purpose  by  the  Legislature.  Some  of  the  counties  have  not  paid  in 
any  part  of  the  lax  of  the  year  1847;  others  have  balances  outstanding,  some  large 
and  some  small.  I  have  made  the  most  earnest  appeal  to  their  officers  and  people,  to 
make  full  and  prompt  payment,  with  an  exclusive  view  to  the  payment  of  said  debt. 
I  have  reason  to  believe,  that  this  appeal  will  be  followed  by  successful  efforts  on  their 
part.  If  I  am  not  mistaken  in  this,  my  hopes  and  expectations  will  be  fully  realized. 
On  this  subject  the  public  sentiment  is  right  and  patriotic.  The  counties  which  paid 
in  their  lax  before  the  1st  of  August  last,  have  done  their  part.  They  have  a  right  to 
demand  of  those  who  did  not  pay  then,  to  perform  their  part  now.  'I'hey  do  demand 
this  df  them.  The  same  rights^  and  the  same  interests,  are  at  stake  as  to  both.  The 
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promptings  of  duty,  fidelity  and  patriotism,  dictate  to  them  to  pay.  If  the  honor  of 
the  State  is  forfeited  by  their  neglect,  a  fearful  reckoning  awaits  them.  Their  fellow- 
citizens  of  the  counties  that  have  paid,  invoke  them  by  friendly  supplications,  and  by 
brotherly  warnings,  to  do  their  duty.  The  cause  of  virtue,  justice  and  free  govern¬ 
ment,  loudly  calls  upon  them,  to  save  themselves  from  tliat  reproach  and  scorn,  that 
would  follow  their  neglect  at  this  important  crisis.  Surely,  no  worthy  son  of  our 
good  old  Commonwealth,  can  be  indifferent  or  callous,  to  these  honest  and  honorable 
invocations.  To  doubt  that  they  would  do,  what  they  are  bound  by  law  and  good 
morals  to  do,  would  be  a  vile  slander  upon  their  honesty  and  patriotism.  I  have  full 
confidence  in  both,  and  unless  I  am  mistaken  in  their  true  character,  the  interest  which 
will  fall  due  on  the  1st  of  February  next,  will  be  paid,  and  the  honor  and  credit  of 
the  State  maintained.
